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Modest Increase In Aid 
‘To Students Asked by LBJ 


WASHINGTON (CPS) 
President Johnson has asked 
Congress for modest increases 
in federal student aid pro- 
grams during Fiscal 1969, but 
the increases will be offset by 
severe reductions in higher 
education construction funds. 

In his budget message to 
Congress last week, the Presi- 
dent requested an increase of 
$112 million for existing stu- 
dent financial aid programs. 
But the budget shows a de- 
crease of $82 million in the 
amount of federal funds for 
construction grants to col- 
leges. 

The Administration's budget 
asks $23 million for proposed 
new legislation in the area of 
federal assistance to students 
‘This apparently refers to Pres- 
ident Johnson's promise in his 
State of the Union Message 
that he will recommend pas- 
sage of an Educational Op- 
portunity Act “to step Up our 
drive to break down financial 
barriers separating our young 
people from college.” 

Looks Gloomy 

Despite increases, the bud- 
get outlook fur education in 
Fiscal 1969 remains gloomy 
for two major reasons 

—As a result of the rising 
costs of the war in Vietnam, a 
fiscally conservative mood 
prevails in Congress, and cut- 
backs are expected in nearly 
all of the Administration's re- 
quests 
—Higher education present: 
ly is suffering not only from 
the lack of sufficient appro- 
Ppriations in Fisea) 1968, but al- 
so from the across-the-board 
cutbacks in federal spending 





— ordered by Congress late last 


year. Higher education con- 
struction funds, for example, 
were cut by about $150 million 
this year, about one-third of 
the entire year's budget ap- 
propriation. 

Constrained 

Wilbur Cohen, Undersecre- 
tary for the Department of 
Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare, described the Adminis- 
tration’s budget request as 
“Jarge but constrained.” He 
said the Administration decid- 
ed to give priority to “pro- 
grams involving people and 
research rather than to bricks 
and mortar.” 

Cohen conceded that the un- 
met needs in education “‘are 
very great," and he added, 
“There will be unmet needs 
for years to come. But this 
budget will enable us to con- 
tinue the forward thrust in the 
major programs." 

The increases in federal aid 
to students are spread over a 
number of different programs, 
resulting in only modest in- 
creases for each program 

Supplement 

President Johnson said in 
his budget message that he 
will ask Congress for 8 1968 
supplemental appropriation of 
$4 million fgr the initial ac- 
tivities of the Public Broad- 
casting Corporation, which 
was created in 1967. In addi- 
tion, a 1969 appropriation of 
about $33 million for grants to 
the Corporation will be re 
quested. 

The purpose of the Corpora- 
tion is to strengthen the quali- 
ty of non-commercial televis- 
ion and radio broadcasting and

the IFC in order to participate 
in formal rush. Rush registra- 
tion will take place in the IFC 
Office this week. Any student 
not registering with the IFC 
will automatically forfeit his 
privilege of pledging a frater- 
nity until the following semes- 
ter. 

A freshman must have a 
first semester quality point 
average of 2.00 in order to 
participate in formal rush and 
receive a bid. 

An upperclassman may be 
pledged at any time, provided 
that he is not on scholastic 
probation as determined by 
the quality point requirements 
of his academic level and has 
registered with the IFC, 

There shall be no com- 
munication between fraternity 
men and freshmen between 
midnight of the night preced- 
ing the giving of bids and the 
time of acceptance by the 
freshmen. 

All freshmen who have reg- 
istered with the IFC and who 
wish to receive a bid must be 
present at a special assembly 
to be held at 12:30 p.m. on 
Feb. 17 al a place to be named 
later. Each freshman will re- 
ceive one sealed envelope con- 
taining his bids, He will not 
be allowed to communicate 
with anyone during this period. 
Each freshman will return 
his envelope with rejected bids 
and will go immediately to the 
fraternity of his choice with 
the accepted bid. All decisions 
«must be made prior to one 
half hour after receipt of bids. 
Those freshmen unable to 
reach a decision by this time, 
or deciding not to accept a bid, 
Must return all bids. These 
freshmen and those not receiv- 
‘ing bids cannot be pledged un- 
til the following semester.

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Gardner Resigns Cabinet: 


Budget C

WASHINGTON (CPS) 
Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare John w. 
Gardner, who has been con- 
sidered one of education's 
closest friends for years, has 
resigned 

Gardner told President John- 
son he planned to leave the 
position he has held for the 
past two and one-half years 
“on or before March 1." He 
said he plans to return to the 
Carnegie Corporation of New 
York as a consultant and to 
undertake special projects re- 
Jating to the problems of 
cities. Gardner was president 
of Carnegie before his appoint- 
ment to the Cabinet position 
July 27, 1965. 

In his letter of resignation, 
Gardner said, “When I came 
to Washington 1 took a two- 
year leave of absence from the 
Carnegie Corporation, and. 
have overstayed that leave 
half a year.” 

A Dove? 

However, Gardner reported: 
ly is quitting the Cabinet be- 
cause he is displeased with the 
severe budget cuts in his de- 
partment, particularly in the 
area of education. Gardner al- 
so is considered a dove on the. 
Vietnam war and reportedly. 
wants to disassociate himself 
from the Johnson Administra- 
tion's foreign policy.

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Ex-Student Editor 
Loses Press Case 


In Oregon Court 


SALEM, Ore. (CPS) — The 
Oregon Supreme Court has 
upheld the conviction of a 
former student editor who re- 
fused to disclose the names of 
seven student marijuana users 
she interviewed. 

The editor, Mrs. Annette 
Buchanan Conard, said she 
plans to appeal the decision to 
the U.S, Supreme Court 

The interview appeared in 
the May 24, 1966 edition of the 
University of Oregon Daily 
Emerald, of which she was 
managing editor. She was 
subpoenaed by Eugene, Ore. 
District William Frye but re- 
fused to reveal the names of 
the students to a grand jury; 
despite 2 court order that she 
do so, She was then cited for 
contempt of court and fined 
$300, 

In the arguments before the 
Oregon Supreme Court, the 
state maintained that her re- 
fusal constituted withholding 
information necessary. for the 
arrest and prosecution. of drug 
users. Mrs, Conard's-attorney, 
Arthur Johnson, countered that 
the Constitutional provisions 
for 2 free student press in- 
cluded the right of a reporter 
te withhold the identitity. of 
-confidential news sources. 

But the state Supreme Court 
decision, written by Justice 
A.T. Goodwin, says, “Nothing 
in the state or federal con- 
stitutions compels the courts, 
in the absence of statutes, to 
recognize such a privilege. 
Freedom of the press is a 
right which belongs to the pub- 
lic. It is not the private re- 
serve of those who possess 
the implements of publish- 
ing.” 

Oregon has no law which al- 
lows newsmen to refuse to re- 
veal confidentia! sources, as 
doctors and ministers can. 
Thirteen states do have such 
a law, Mrs, Conard has been 
working for passage of such a 
law in Oregon. She said she 
was “disappointed” at the 
Supreme Court's decision and 
that it made passage of such a 
law all the more necessary.

75th Fund Aids 


URI's 75th Anniversary Fund 
received a total of $451,711 
from 10,040 donors, Charles A. 
Hall, vice president for de- 
velopment and public relations, 
said today in announcing the 
outcome of the campaign. 


Representing the largest 
amount ever raised by URI, 
the total is 80 per cent greater 
than the goal of $250,000 an- 
nounced in January 1966 when 
the effort was undertaken 


The funds are being used 
for a variety of purposes, but 
the largest single amount — 
over $154,000 — is going to: 
wards student aid programs, 
including $92,555 allocated to- 
wards the scholarship endow- 
ment of the URI Foundation. 
Established in 1957 to encour- 
age and administer gifts from
